The roster of the organized militia of the United States issued by 
the War Department in February, 1907, although made up from the 
best information obtainable at that time, was found to be incorrect 
in many respects when compared with later and more accurate data 
received from the militia authorities. Moreover, the effort to secure 
conformity to the organization prescribed for the Regular and Vol- 
unteer Armies of the United States as required by section 3 of the 
militia law of January 21, 1903, necessitated the disbandment and 
muster out of some companies, the recruitment of others, and the 
entire reorganization of the militia of several States, as well as a 
material change in the organized strength of nearly every State and 
Territory from that last reported by the adjutants-general.
